On Things In Denmark 


The Star had the pleasure to have 
an interview with Mr. Hans Soren- 
son who only recently arrived back 
from an extended visit with relatives 
in Denmark. Mr. Sorenson left Wain- 
wright during the early part of Nov- 
ember last year and sailed from New 
York on November 22nd, He reports 


any trouble, From there he went to 
his native Denmark to visit with 
friends and relatives that he had not 
seen in many years. 

When asked of the conditions in 
Denmark Mr. Sorenson stated that 


same as here. Although there was 
not as large a variety of foods as in 
Canada, rationing had given each 
person an equal share of the avail- 
able food stocks, He pointed out that 
clothes were very hard to get, almost 
unobtainable in most cases, 

The severe winter that has been 
sweeping northern Europe this year 
has played quite a bit of havoc with 
the Danish people, he stated. The 
canals, harbors and straits were 
frozen which is somewhat of a rar- 
jety in that country. One other ser- 
ious shortage that Mr. Sorenson men- 
tioned was the lack of sufficient fuel, 
Coal and peate being very acarce. 

Mr. Sorenson said that the return 
crossing was very smooth and that 
the voyage on the Gripsholm was in- 
deed a pleasure. He landed in New 
York on March &th and arrived back 
in Wainwright on Saturday morning 
last. He reports. quite a few passen- 
gers from Alberta were on the boat 
going over,

We came across a very seasonal and timely piece of 
advice the other day and are placing it before our read- 
ers at this time.

In The Legislature

The past week witnessed the pas- 
sing of the Hstimates in the Budget, 
also the further reading of many 
Bills. ; 

One Bill before the House provides 
that nurses with a Grade. XI school 
standing may become members of 
the Registered Nurses’ Association. 

Another Bill provides that all 
adoptions of children must be done 
through the Child Welfare Commis- 
sion, It also provides for closer in- 
spection of the homes where adopted 
children are placed, 

An amendment to the Public Ser- 
vice Vehicles Act provides that the 
Highway Traffic Board may grant a 
PSV license without holding a pub- 
lic. hearing to consider the necessity 
of such a license being issued, They 
will still continue to hold sittings 
where it is deemed necessary to get 
more information regarding the nec- 
essity of a new license being issued. 

During the war years, the Domin- 
ion Government charged a three cent 
tax on all gasoline, whether used for 
commercial or for agricultural pur- 
poses. This amounted to $4,000,000 
in the Province of Alberta last year, 
On April 1st, 194% the Dominion 
Government is going to vacate this 
tax field. When the Dominion Gov- 
ernment does so, the Provincial Gov- 
ernment, will keep in force two cents 
of the present three cents tax on gas- 


oline, except agricultural gasoline,’ 


All of the Federal tax on agricultur- 
al gasoline will be dropped. This will 
give the Province the lowest Provin- 
cial gasoline tax of any province in 
Canada. The Provincial Governments 
tax is expected to bring in a revenue 
of $1,300,000, (It will not affect 
agricultural gasoline.) 

A change in the Vehicles and 
Highway Traffic Act provides that 
in the case of two vehicles approach- 
ing or entering an intersection at 
approximately the same time, the 
vehicle on the left shall yield the 
right-of-way to the vehicle on the 
right, Another change deals with the 
case of the driver of a vehicle ap- 
proaching an intersection, and pro- 
vides that he shall yield the’right-of 
way to a vehicle in the intersection 
who is turning to the left across the 
line of travel of sucha driver, if the 
driver of the vehicle turning left 
has given a plainly visible signal of 
his intention. 

Another Bill provides for the free 
hospitalization of old age pensioners, 
blind pensioners, and recipients of 
mothers’ allowance, and the depend- 
ents of these people. 

A change in the Alberta Hail In- 
surance Act provides that an insured 
crop will be covered against hail loss 
while it is in the stook or the swath, 

The annual debt service charge of 
the Alberta. Government, after 1947, 
will be fourteen per cent of our Pro- 
vincial revenue, This is, of course, 
based on present revenues, When the 
present Governmnt took office in 
1935, the Province's annual debt ser- 
vice charge, for interest only, was 
fifty-one per cent of the provincial 
revenue.
